George Purnell, 37, former Se- 
dalian, is in a critical condition 
in the Chillicothe hospital at Chill- 
icothe, Mo., from injuries suffered 
when he was hit by a Milwaukee 
freight train at Chillicothe early 
Thursday morning.

Viipuri Combat Area 
This city, cnee a modem town 
of 74,000, now is a virtual com­ 
bat area, its buildings wrecked by 
shells and its noncombatants mov­ 
ed away. 
The Finns said these gulf and 
land attacks, directed at Viipuri 
from five points, resulted in heavy 
Russian losses; that six tanks and 
six batteries were destroyed. But

Munich’s Haufbrau hall tonight to 
commemorate the founding of the 
Nazi party and its adoption *o t a 
25-point program 20 years ago. 
First Speech Since Blast 
It was his first speech in Mu­ 
nich since the Burgerbrauhaus ex­ 
plosion wrecked the scene of the 
original beer cellar plot and killed 
eight persons shortly after H itler 
had left. 
On the eve of United States 
Undersecretary of State Sumner 
Welles’ arrival in Europe for a 
feeling-out of possible ways 
of 
peace, the fuehrer gave a defiant 
war message to his nation and 
to the world—threatening to smash 
anyone who seeks to deny Ger­ 
many her rightful living space, 
jeering at “ these Chamberlains 
and their top hats,” sneering at 
Winston Churchill and disdaining 
to reveal specific war aims. 
He did mention his terms prior 
to the start of the war and des­ 
cribed them as modest—“security 
of our living space, return of our 
colonies.” But his present price 
for peace went unnamed. 
“ What we are fighting against,** 
he shouted amidst cries of 
ap­ 
proval, “is the idea the one or 
two peoples of the earth should 
have everything. God didn’t make 
the world for Englishmen alone— 
it simply cannot be that the Ger-

WASHINGTON—Fo ur years ago , when the 
Republican Natio n al Co mmittee met to make 
its co n ven tio n decisio n s, the selectio n o f the 
party’s n o min ee was practically all o ver but 
the sho utin g. There was o n ly o n e n ame o n the 
lips o f in siders—Go vern o r Alf M. Lan do n o f 
Kan sas. 
At the Co mmittee’s meetin g last week the 
situatio n was far differen t. This year the field 
is wide o pen , with a small army o f can didates 
scramblin g an xio usly fo r delegates an d n o o n e 
with the remo test idea what the o utco me o f 
the ho t race will be. But the n ame Lan do n is 
still pro min en t o n every in sider's to n gue, al­ 
tho ugh n o t in the ro le o f an aspiran t. He clo sed 
this do o r with decisive fin ality as far back as 
December, 1937. 
So to day, the big questio n m ark o verhan gin g 
Republican ran ks is: “Who m is Lan do n fo r?” 
Behin d this widespread co n jecture is o n e o f 
the mo st in terestin g perso n al triumphs in re­ 
cen t po litical histo ry. 
Alf Lan do n to day is a far mo re sign ifican t 
n atio n al figure than he was as the GOP presi­ 
den tial stan dard bearer. 
His go o d spo rtsman ship in defeat, his mo d­ 
esty, his un failin g go o d n ature an d ho mey wit, 
his readin ess to lay aside partisan ship to serve 
his co un try in times o f crises, an d his disin ­ 
terested effo rts to rehabilitate his party alo n g 
liberal an d co n structive lin es—all have wo n 
him an in fluen ce un equalled by an y o ther Re­ 
publican . 
While a public en do rsemen t by Ho o ver is 
shun n ed by the GOP can didates, there isn ’t 
o n e o f them who wo uldn ’t jubilan tly welco me 
such a declaratio n fro m Lan do n —if it co uld be 
o btain ed. It wo uld mean a gro un dswell 
o f 
stren gth which wo uld practically en sure its 
recipien t a place o n the party’s ticket. 
Co un try Gen tleman 
A little sto uter, his sparse bro wn hair streak­ 
ed with gray, with a co n tagio us laugh an d a 
passio n fo r o ld, disreputable hats, Alf Lan do n 
to day is o n e o f the greatest assets o f his party. 
His white-pillared ho me o n the o utskirts o f 
To peka has beco me a Mecca fo r the yo un g, 
up-an d-co min g GOP leaders. Fro m all o ver the 
co un try they co me to listen to his salty co un ­ 
sel. Stan din g befo re his high fireplace, vest- 
less (he hates vests), his han ds un der his co at­ 
tails, he en co urages them as an o lder bro ther. 
The Lan do n o f to day is the same Lan do n 
befo re he zo o med in to n atio n al pro min en ce. He 
still rises at dawn , still is careful to clo se cat­ 
tle gates behin d him in cro ssin g the prairie, 
still respectfully calls William Allen White, 
“Mr. White,” an d is still o n e o f the best pitch 
han ds in the Middle West. His go o d n ature an d 
drawlin g humo r are n ever-failin g. 
A mo n th after his crashin g defeat, when 
asked why he wasn ’t go in g fishin g in a Repub­ 
lican state, he replied with a grin , “Because 
it’s to o hard to fin d that kin d o f a state.” The 
fo llo win g year, while return in g ho me in a driv­ 
in g rain he slipped an d fell in cro ssin g a pas­ 
ture. Tellin g frien ds abo ut the in ciden t, he 
laughed: 
“Yes, sir, it sure was fun n y. Exactly a year 
fro m the n ight I was n o min ated fo r presiden t, 
I was flat o n my face in a Kan sas ditch.” 
Gro wn Up 
William Allen White, sage studen t o f po li­ 
tics an d men , recen tly o bserved that few fig­ 
ures in American histo ry have gro wn in defeat 
as Alf Lan do n . Several facto rs are respo n sible 
fo r this develo pmen t. 
On e is Lan do n ’s deep sen se o f humility. It 
is a co mmo n frailty amo n g men who reach 
high po litical emin en ce to develo p messian ic 
co mplexes; 
to 
co n sider 
themselves 
en do wed 
with special attributes an d divin e ukase to 
impo se their theo ries o n the rest o f man kin d. 
But n o t Lan do n . 
He do esn ’t co n sider himself differen t fro m 
o ther fo lks n o r en trusted with a ho ly missio n . 
He is a simple American who lo ves his co un ­ 
try an d is ready to do his patrio tic best to help 
pro mo te its pro sperity an d security. Durin g the 
1936 campaign Lan dcn hit hard, but o n ce the 
fight was o ver he harbo red n o grudges, did n o t 
immure himself in a sullen alo o fn ess o f spite­ 
ful resen tmen t. 
He lauded the Admin istratio n ’s han dlin g o f 
the delicate Pan ay bo mbin g in ciden t, readily 
wen t to the Pan -American Co n feren ce at Lima, 
an d when war bro ke o ut in Euro pe, he en ­ 
do rsed the Presiden t’s pro po sal to repeal the 
.arms embargo . 
An o ther facto r is Lan do n ’s fun damen tal lib­ 
eralism. He is n o t a militan t in the sen se o f 
the in n er circle New Dealers, but he is far to 
the left o f mo st o f the n atio n al le;aders o f his 
party. In fact, he pro bably wo uld n ever have 
been n o min ated if so me o f his views had been 
kn o wn to the reactio n ary elemen ts that backed 
him. His break with Ho o ver late in 1937 was 
o ver this issue o f liberalism. 
Ben t o n reven gin g the repudiatio n o f his 
i^gime, Ho o ver co n ceived the plan o f a “mid­ 
term co n ven tio n ” to draft a platfo rm which 
wo uld en do rse his eco n o mic an d fiscal theo ries. 
Lan do n , suppo rted by Co lo n el Fran k Kn o x an d 
by vario us co n gressio n al leaders, set himself 
squarely again st this scheme an d blo cked it. 
But it was characteristic o f his spo rtsman ship 
that after defeatin g Ho o ver o n the majo r issue, 
Lan do n wen t o ut o f his way to so ften the blo w 
by agreein g to the creatio n o f the Pro gram 
Co mmittee—an in n o cuo us but face-savin g de­ 
vice. 
Lan do n ’s Ideals 
A third facto r that has played a big ro le in 
Lan do n ’s gro wth has been been his disin ter­ 
ested effo rts to rebuild an d mo dern ize the Re­ 
publican party.

Hoarseness May Indicate Pres­ 
ence Of Another, More Serious 
Disease 
By Dr. Morris Fishbein

The nu merou s conditions which 
may affect hu man speech are of 
special interest to the doctor b e- 
, cau se changes in the speaking 
U'oire may help in diagnosing dis­ 
eases that are otherwise hidden. 
The most common change in 


speech is hoarseness. 
Hoarseness 
is seen so often that frequently it 
is dismissed with little attention. 
Hoarseness is, of course, a sjrmp- 
tom of trouble with the lary nx, 
but this does not mean that the 
lary nx and the vocal cords are 
necessary for speech. 
Dr. J ames 
S. Greene points out that a cat 
> has no vocal cords, but that it has 
a voice with a wide range of sound. 
The conditions which may affect 
the vocal cords, making operations 
necessary , include tumors, cancers, 
burning with ly e and caustic sub­ 
stances, and tuberculosis. Because 
of the multiple conditions which 
jmay be involved, it has become 
customary for specialists to study 


every case of hoarseness seriously . 
When a patient has a cancer of 
the lary nx, involving the vocal 


I cords, the doctor alway s explains 
; that the matter of first importance 
I is to get rid of the cancer. 
Most 
patients 
immediately 
want 
to 
know whether or not removal of 
the vocal cords will make it im­ 
possible for them to talk. Now- 
* aday s it is possible for doctors to 
tell patients that this operation 
does not mean inevitably a de- 
i struction of the voice. 
Several different devices now 
enable patients to speak even af­ 
ter a complete removal of the lar­ 
y nx. 
All that the lary nx does is 
to develop a sound out of a col­ 
umn of air. Speech is molded by 


the tongue, the cheeks, the lips 
and the palate, When the lary nx 
is removed, the patient has to 
leam to collect air in the throat, 
the esophagus and the stomach to 
replace the air column in the 
lungs. 
Next the patient learns to pro­ 
duce tone by means of the other 
tissues. 
Experts have developed 
regular voice lessons for people 
who have had their lary nxes re­ 
moved. 
Recently an eminent phy sician 
sent a questionnaire to 30 patients 
on whom he had operated, during 
the past 10 y ears, for removal of 
the lary nx due to cancer. 
Eight­ 
een said they hf^ learned to talk; 


five said that they could whispeiL 
and only six said that they ooul4 
not talk. 
The persons who had been op­ 
erated on included salesmen, mer­ 
chants, carpenters, doctors, labor­ 
ers, steam fitters, engineers, print­ 
ers, tailors, a hotel proprietor, M 
milkman and a business executive 
Seventeen of the 30 were able te 
resume successfully the same worli 
that they had done before the op­ 
eration.

Loom For The 
W ildlife Group 


Op p o nents Ho p e 
To Bo mbard It 
Off Law Bo o ks

J EFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 
24 .—<7P)—The State Conserv ation 
Commission—frequently shot at 
but nev er hit—is in for the fight 
of its brief, stormy life. 
On at least two fronts oppon­ 
ents are marshalling to attack the 
constitutional amendment which 
was hailed as a model game and 
fish program at its beginning in 
1937 . 
They hope to bombard it 
clear off the state’s law books in 
Nov ember. 
I 
One 
petition 
to 
repeal 
the 
amendment already is in circula­ 
tion, backed by the new “ Farmers 
and Sportsmen Alliance.” 
Another will appear soon strik­ 
ing at the heart of the conserv a­ 
tion department’s most conspicu­ 
ous feature—its political and fi- ; 
nancial independence. Behind this 
attack will be the program’s old 
foe, former State Senator A. L. 
McCawley of Carthage. 
Both petitions are for constitu­ 
tional 
amendments 
which, 
i; 
adopted, would end the Conser\ a- 
tion Commission in its present 
form. 
The attacks are ty pical of the 
paradox ical ex istence of the new 
game and fish department. It was 
ov erwhelmingly authorized by the I 
v oters in 1936 , climax ing a v igor- | 
ous campaign to “ take Missouri’s ; 
wildlife 
out 
of 
politics.” 
The i 
amendment created a commission | 
to regulate hunting, fishing and j 
game preserv ^ation without a n y . 
responsibility to the legislature or 
other agencies, 
| 
It was hailed as a sort of out­ 
door lov er’s paradise. 
But 
no 
sooner had it come into being 
than its troubles began. 
First, the members of the new 
commission 
went 
bey ond 
the 
bpundaries of Missouri to find a 
director for the program. 
They 
chose I. T. Bode, a trained gov ­ 
ernment 
conser\^ationist — and 
promptly found themselv es in the 
state supreme court. 
Commission Won Fight 
Opponents claimed the selection 
was unconstitutional. 
But 
the 
commission won. The court held, 
since it was created by a consti­ 
tutional amendment, that was the 
latest ex pression of the public and I 
it had the right to hire any body I 
any place. 
| 
So the commission got down to 
I 
work. It set up some fishing reg- ; 
Illations that differed from the 
old season limits fix ed by the 
legislature—and back it went to | 
the supreme court. Attorney Gen- I 
eral Roy McKittrick denounced it ! 
as 
a “ constitutional gov ernment I 
all itself.” 
j 
But McKittrick last. The com- | 
mission won. 
The court said it ! 
had the power to do any thing it 
saw fit—regardless of old statutes 
—to regulate hunting and fishing. 
Thus another v ictory , but by 
that time the 1 93 8 election was i 
drawing near. 
Already petitions | 
were in circulation for an amend- j 
ment that included a prov ision to i 
repeal the conserv ation amend- | 
ment and restore game and fish | 
powers to the legislature. 
The 
proposal got on the ballot but was 
defeated. 
Two 
months 
of 
comparativ e 
tranquility , then the 1 93 9 legisla­ 
ture came to town. 
Out of the 
brief cases of members came two 
serious shots at the conserv ation- 
I ists. One bill proposed a consti- 
i tutional amendment to abolish the 
department. The other was more 
subtle. 
It would hav e outlawed 
penalty clauses of the game and 
fish laws and left the commission 
without the power to enforce its 
regulations. 
Both dragged through most of 
the session but neither reached 
serious consideration. 
Now election time Is coming 
! again and opponents already hav e 
opened 
fire. 
Should both the 
current attacks fail in Nov ember 
the commission members prob- 
I ably can look forward to compar- 
i ativ e peace and quiet until the 
I legislature meets nex t J anuary — 
i unless somebody hails them Into 
I court meanwhile. 
No wonder their friends call 
them authorities on wild life.
